statement with regard to novelty, inventive step and industrial 



Claim 1 of the present invention relates to an inside structure of a male underpanty 
having a waist band equipped with a pair of penis supporting cords and a pair of penis 
exercising cords, whose lengths can be adjusted and connected with both ends of a penis 
cord. Claim 2 relates to the penis supporting cords being made of an elastic material to 
perform the same movement as the penis exercising cords. Claim 3 relates to a penis 
exercising cord. Claim 4 relates to a penis cord having various functions. 

D1 discloses an inner structure of a male underpanty including a panty body, a line for 
penis, a line for scrotum, a line for moving penis, a line for supporting penis, a 
transfer tool for walking power and a backward induction line. The above lines of D1 are 
made of an elastic material. The line for supporting penis can be adjusted to play the 
same role as the line for moving penis in D1 , which is also disclosed in the present 
invention. In addition, a line for penis and a line for scrotum of D1 made of a low 
temperature inducing material, are given a variety of functions. 

The present invention is novel over D1 under PCT Article 33(2), since a line for scrotum 
and a transfer tool for walking power of D1 are omitted in its technical feature. 
However, the omission of parts of the components of D1 such as a line for scrotum and a 
transfer tool for walking power can be regarded as a simple design procedure to be made 
by a person skilled in the art. 

Thus, claims 1-4 are not inventive under PCT Article 33(3). 

Claims 1 to 4 also meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), because all the 
claims are considered to be industrially applicable. 
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
